AtaraceliiiB of tho City Couiifil.held July 2Hh, 


1B74, tlio following Ordinaire was passed. 


An Ordinance for the lleanhtion of llackney 


Carriages and otlior vehiclca. 
It la ordained by the City Council of Newport, as 


follows: 
SFOTIOS 1. The following rules ami orders arc 


hereby established, for the rcgulaliou of llacka, 
Hackney Carriages, OninllJiiaea and other vehicles 
used or employed In salt! (Jity. 
I. Ktery Hack, : Stage Coach, Onmibnc, barouche, 


hmdau or other vdiick-. drawn by one or nioro horBe;", 
or otlier animal i>owcr, which ahull bo used in said 
city for tlio conveyance of persons forhtro to or from 
auy railroad dej)0t, or steamboat landing, and none 
other, filial! be deemed a hackney carriage within tho 
meaning of these ruled und order*. 
II. Ko person shall set up, use or dnvo auy hackney 


carriage within eaidcKy without a license for fitirli 
carriago. 
III. No peraon shall, either on his oini ncconnt or 


for another, drive any hackney carriage within said 
city, without a license to act as driver of a hackney 
carriage. 
IV. The Major aud Aldermen of Bald City may 


from timo to time In ttheir discretion Brant licenses 
under this Ordinance to snch persona as they think 
proper, and upon such terms ami conditions us they 
may ECO lit to m-cscrlbo ; and all licenses BO granted 
flhall bo numbered, and a record thereof eliall ho 
kepi by tho City Cilcrk. 
V I'or every licenf-c granted for n hackney carriage 


thoroshall bo paid to tho Uily Clerk for tho UEO of the 
city ouo dollar, by tho person to whom tho license 
shall be granted, provided that every grtiutce of a 
License for a hackney carriage, who, at the time ap- 
plication shall bo made for such license, Bhall bo neither 
a tax payer, nor a domiciled inhabitant in. said 
city, Bhall pay one hundred dollars as aforesaid 
for such license. 
VI. Ah1 licenses shall oxplroou tho Ural Monday of

rouche, landau, clialse. buggy, sleigh, wagon, cart or 
other carriage or vehicle of any kind, other thun a 
hsckucy carriage, for any time whatever, on any street 
crossing, or so aa to obstruct tho earnc, nor BO aa to ac- 
tually impede the full, free, and convenient uso of 
any highway, nor for more than t*;u minutes uuuVr 
any circumstances, even if no actual obstruction or 
hindrance to the public travel is thereby occasioned. 


XI. In any street or square, or at any theatre 


opera hoiiRC. hall, concert room, ball room, or similar 
place of entertainment, or at any church or lecture 
room, where hackney carriages or other carriages may 
come, or attend for pastjcnRors, the Stayer or tho City 
Marshal, or any person authorized by them, or either 
of them, may give directions respecting tho localtou,
